The cost of liv-

12th consecutive month. This may 
be more of a rock in the national 
shoe than Little Rock. 

Mr. Malcolm Bryan, president 
of the Sixth Federal Reserve 
Bank District, gave fatherly ad- 
vice to the bankers of America. 
He rebuked them in gentle terms 
for their failure to return to their 
old and historic role—that of an 
open persuader of the public to 
save money, be thrifty, not to 
spend wastefully, and to live al- 
ways well within one’s means. 

There was a great silence from 
the bankers. Either they did not 
hear the admonishment of the 
Federal Reserve System or they 
were too busy preparing plans 
for thrift and savings they had 
no time to reply. But on Thurs- 
day, last, H. W. Prentis Jr., 
chairman of the board of Arm- 
strong Cork, came hurrying to 
Mr. Bryan’s side. In a dedica- 
tory address at Wilson College, 
Mr. Prentis spoke of the change 
in values in the past 50 years. 


Turn of Century 

“A man or woman who grew 
up at the turn of the century’ com- 
manded the admiration, respect 
and even envy of his neighbors 
and fellow citizens if he went to 
church on Sundays and made it 
his primary objective to pay off 
the mortgage on his home as rap- 
idly as possible, settled his cur- 
rent bills promptly, and constant- 
ly put aside something for a rainy 
day and his old age. 

“Today the man who commands 
the admiration, respect and envy 
of his neighbors golfs on Sunday 
mornings, parks a late model au- 
tomobile on which he has made 
his first down payment in front 
of his 30-year mortgaged house, 
filled with furniture and accesso- 
ries that he is buying on the 
installment plan.” 

Mr. Prentis and the FRS’s Mr. 
Bryan both are concerned with in- 
flation. The ABC’s of that disease 
are simple. Prices rise because 
the items desired are in short 
supply. Therefore, they urge, 
“don’t buy things you don’t really 
need.’ But this runs counter to 
what Mr. Prentis finds is the new 
set of values. 

Fortune Magazine, for example, 
about a year ago, made a serious 
study of the buying habits of 
young executives with the major 
corporations. They found a new 
attitude toward money created by 
the new force in the economy— 
installment buying. 


Young Executives 
Many of these young execu- 
tives did not ask the price of the 
item under consideration. They 
would show up with their young 
wives. And they had a carefully 
prepared set of figures with them. 
It was income and outgo. What 
they really asked was not ‘“‘What’s 
the price of this?” but rather, 


“What is the monthly payment?” 
They would then carefully study 
their budget to see if they could 
fit the announced sum into it. 


There is, of course, a sort of 
Junatic fringe in this field as 
there is in politics, race relations 
and religion. It is composed of 
those who do not show up with 
a budget. They will Sign up to 
make the payments with never a 
worry about whether they can 
be met. A surprising percentage 
of these economic lunatics sign 
up for so many monthly payments 
their total is more than the 
monthly wage, with nothing at all 
budgeted for food, rent, clothing, 
etc. For a few weeks they live 
high, before the repossession 
agent comes around and takes 
the items back. 


Mr. Prentis and Mr. Bryan re- 
ceived a little more help from 
L. L. (Tex) Colbert, president of 
Chrysler Corporation. Mr. Col- 
bert is bearish about 1958. But 
he has an “If.” “If we do not 
find some way to control rising 
cost and prices,” he said, “we 
may mortgage the future and rob 
ourselves of the golden opportu- 
nity that lies ahead.” |

The Far Side vehicle is about 
30 feet long and includes five Re- 
cruit and five Arrow II rockets. 

It will be fired from beneath 
a huge plastic balloon floating 
100,000 feet above Eniwetok Atoll 
in the Pacific. 

Six vehicles will be launched in 
all. 

By launching the rocket from 
an altitude of 100,000 feet, nearly 
20 miles above the earth, the Far 
Side scientists will bypass 90 per 
cent of the earth’s dense atmos- 
phere. This will enable the rocket 
to reach the 1,000 to 4,000-mile 
range for which it is aimed.

27 \P—A Soviet secret police offi- 
cer who defected to the West in 
1954 was in a Frankfurt hospital 
tonight, critically ill of arsenic 
poisoning. He charged vengeful 
Russian agents had tried to kill 
him.

Khokhlov, who laid bare secrets 
of the Kremlin’s espionage system 
after he refused to kill a man him- 
self, came here from the United 
States to attend a meeting Sept. 
15 of the anti-Soviet fighting group 
called NTS. He was hurried to 
Frankfurt City Hospital and his 
presence there was unknown until 
today. 

NTS officials gave German po- 
fice the name of a man suspected 
of administering the poison during 
the meeting. 

A U.S. consulate official said. 
‘Arsenic works very slowly and it 
may be some time before it can 
be determined whether he is out 
of the woods.” 

Viaidimir Pormesky, NTS presi- 
dent, told a news conference 
Khokhlov had been given a com- 
plicated mixture of poisons, one 
of which he called thallium — A 
metallic element of the aluminum 
family. He said that apparently 
was added for the purpose of 
camouflaging other components. 
Poremsky said tests are still 
being made to determine the ex- 
act poisons used.

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Faubus Fell Short 
Of Giving Answers 


FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover, in per- 
haps the bluntest statement ever issued 
by him and his department, has accused 
Arkansas Gov. Orval Faubus of false- 
hood. ‘ 

The charge related specifically to a 
statement by Gov. Faubus in his television 
address Thursday night that the FBI had 
held teen-age girls’ incommunicado for 
hours while their frantic parents searched 
for them. In denying it, Mr. Hoover said: 

“Had Gov. Faubus been interested in 
securing the truth rather than dissemi- 
nating falsehoods, a telephone call to the 
Little Rock office of the FBI or to me 
would have provided him with the facts.” 

This has not, as of this writing, been 
answered. 

The Arkansas governor’s speech to the 
nation was eloquent, provocative and, of 
necessity, controversial. There will be 
many who will be deeply stirred and 
moved by it. There will be some for whom 
it left questions unanswered. J. Edgar 
Hoover says part of it was false. 

The Little Rock story is a tragic one. 

Use of federal troops always disturbs 
the tradition of this country, even though 
federal forces have been so used in the 
past in strikes and, In earlier days, to put 
down rebellions against taxes and federal 
authority. All Americans are disturbed 
and troubled. We earnestly hope the gov- 
ernors’ meeting with the President may 
rovide a formula for removing the troops 
and the orderly resumption of education 
in Little Rock. 

“Little “Rock” is a tragedy of errors. 
And the first would seem to have been 
made by Gov. Faubus. The question un- 
answered is: Why did he make the move 
he did? He had, by reports as yet unde- 
nied, been kept informed of the Little 
Rock school board’s plans for about ui 
year. As yet we have seen no denial of 
a statement that on Sunday before Labor 
Day the school people had a talk with him 
and he did not advise them to delay. Yet, 
presumably with no notice to them, the 
governor went on television the next night 
and called out troops. 

Also unanswered is what the governor 
meant when, after talking with the Presi- 
dent he. Gov. Faubus, called a press con- 
ference and announced that he accepted 
the Supreme Court decision as the law of 
the land and that the people of Little Rock 
were law-abiding. 

No person or organization regrets the 
presence of troops, in Little Rock more 
than this newspaper. But we feel that 
Gov. Faubus stopped short of providing all 
the answers to a series of tragic errors in 
which his, on the basis of what now is 
known, seems to have been the first. 

Meanwhile, we join with all Americans 
everywhere in the hope that the governors 
and the President may find a formula for 
restoring law and order to Little Rock 
and that Gov. Faubus may find a way to 
fulfill his pledge made in Newport, after 
his conference with the President—to up- 
hold the law.

Final Call Is Looming 


For Free Polio Vaccine 


The last opportunity is looming for 
free Salk vaccinations administered by 
county health departments. 

Federal polio vaccine funds and sup- 
plies are expected to be exhausted by the 
end of this year. Unless more federal 


money is provided or the state steps in, 
the immunization program becomes 
strictly a local responsibility. 

Regardless of state or local financing, 
however, it is and will remain the indi- 
vidual’s responsibility to see that he and 
his family receive this protection from 
the crippling killer. 

The time to do it is now, either through 
the health departments or from private 
physicians. The slowness with which the 
public has responded to the life-saving 
Salk program is a shocking indictment 
against the American people, especially 
parents and expectant parents.

This Pentagon Snafu 


Will Damage the Army 


The order alerting five divisions of 
Army troops in the South for possible riot 
duty, which was rescinded by Secretary 
Brucker, adds fuel to the fire of strife and 
discord. The implied threat of force by 
the military against civilian populations 
will not be lost on any individual in the 
land. 

One can hope the action resulted from 
sheer stupigity. If it did, somebody should 
pay the penalty. It was the worst sort.of 
public relations for the Army and the en- 
tire armed forces. It brings again into the 
public eye the nation’s traditional fear of 
the military and the safeguards against 


military dictatorships the people always 
have demanded. 

But in clamping the lid of secrecy on 
the whole matter, the Army leaves many 
questions unanswered. The first an- 
nouncement said the order had been in 
existence for several weeks. Later Secre- 
tary Brucker denied this, indicating it 
was issued in the past few days and that 
soon as he became aware of it he had 
rescinded it. Somebody’s not telling the 
whole truth. 


As for the South, there will be few 
citizens who will not resent it bitterly. 
The vast majority are law-abiding and 
respectable and have enjoyed traditionally 
good relations with the military, which 
they have supported wholeheartedly. 
What this will do to those relations re- 
mains to be seen. 

Meanwhile, whoever was responsible 
for such a gigantic snafu should be sent 
to the Army’s equivalent of Siberia. 
Whatever value he may have been to the 
Pentagon is now ended.

School Progress Report 
Has a Dark Side, Too 


It is pleasing to have Dr. Claude Pur- 
cell's evaluation of Georgia’s public 
school building program as the best in 
the nation. Whether such an unqualified 
statement could stand up in a test is de- 
batable, but there’s no doubt that great 
strides have been made in providing ade- 
quate buildings for Georgia’s school 
children. 


There’s no doubt, either, that Georgia 
is financing its school program better than 
at any time in history. 

But in spite of the progress, a recent 
survey by the education department 
showed Georgia was thousands of class- 
rooms short. To make up the lack would 
require expenditures of about 80 million 
dollars, the report said. 


Thousands of students still must attend 
double sessions or are housed in makeshift 
classrooms. And while many communities 
have adequate school facilities, the grow- 
ing school systems are receiving little or 
no aid from the state in their school 
building programs. 

If other states have similar problems 
and if Georgia leads them all in meeting 
them, the total educational problem of the 
nation is indeed enormous. 


Even though there is some doubt about 
what may happen to the public school 
system in Georgia, there can be no let- 
up in attempting to meet our educational 
needs. The future still depends upon it.

Out of Purchasing Power 


To help measure the nation’s economic progress, the Department 
of Commerce compiles figures that sum up the total. value of goods 
produced by our farms and factories and services rendered by our 


businesses, trades, 


professions and government. 


“Gross National 


Product” (GNP) is the name given to this important statistic. 


Last year Gross National Prod- ° 


uct reached a record high of al- 
most 415 billion dollars. ‘That is 
an astounding figure, but it is 
also misleading because it is ex- 
pressed in dollars of current 
value. To show what the economy 
is really accomplishing in terms 
of actual volume of economic ac- 
tivity, the commerce people also 
figure Gross National Product on 
the basis of 1947 dollars. 

The Institute of Life Insurance 
has now analyzed both these com- 
pilations for the last 10 years. Its 
findings demonstrate dramatical- 
ly how inflation has bloated our 
economy in. that period. 

Thus the $414,700,000,000 GNP 


of 1956 shrinks to 332 billion dol- 
lars when the purchasing . power 
of “hard” 1947 dollars is applied. 
And the 10-year increase of $182,- 
500,000,000 turns out to be a real- 
istic 100 billion. The $82,500,000,- 
000 «difference represents the 
cumulative growth of _ inflation, 
Put in other words, it means that 


: 


all the goods and services of 1956 
cost $82,500,000,000 more because 
of the relentless cheapening of 
the dollar 

More disturbing is this fact: 
The inflationary trend picked up 
steam last year. In current dol- 
lars the 1956 GNP was 23 billion 
dollars greater than in 1955: in 
1947 dollars, the increase was 
only $9,200,000,000. This inflation- 
ary difference of 60 per cent was 
greater than even in 1951 when 
the Korean War had its sharpest 
inflationary impact. 

If this pace continues, we will 
have to run fast just to stay in 
one place.

Actually, he says, there are 
many cases in which a _ bet- 
ter correction of eye defects is 
possible with the close-fitting lens 
than with spectacles. There are 
even instances when contacts are 
the only answer. 


As for why contact lenses need 
changing less often than conven- 
tional spectacles, let me give it 
to you in the language of the spe- 
Cialist: 

“Contact lenses work on an en- 
tirely different principle than 
conventional lenses. Whereas 
spectacle lenses compensate for 
a visual problem by re-arranging 
or re-directing rays of light be- 
fore they reach the eye, contact 
lenses create a new surface on 
the cornea of the eye itslf. Thus 
changes in the cornea of the eye, 
which would necessitate a differ- 
ent type of compensation in spec- 
tacle lenses, would not necessi- 
tate a change in contact lenses 
because the surface of the con- 
tact lens of course remains con- 
stant.”

Is Salvation Found | 


Solely in Church? 


‘Extra ecclesiam nulla salus.”” These are the 
famous words of St. Cyprian who lived in the 


third century. In our language the words are: Pee 
“There is no salvation outside the church.” Or, to put it another 
way, “The church is essential to salvation.’ There are a lot of 
people who do not agree with St. Cyprian. 


Those who have never bothered 
to join a church number no less 
than 50 million in this country of 
ours. They may give various rea- 
sons for being out of the church 
but the main reason is they just 
do not feel it is important. Many 
of these have never given serious 
thought. to their ‘‘salvation.’’ Oth- 
ers claim there are many ‘‘good”’ 
people outside the church. 

And many who once joined a 
church do not take it very serious- 
ly. They attend only rarely, some 
not at all; they give no service 
to the church, they contribute 
only a token, if anything, to the 
financial support of the church. 
Many whose names are on the 
church roll are like the “‘lost 
coin” that Jesus spoke of — in 
service to the church they are 
out of circulation. 

While many of us do not hold to 
the principle, ‘There is no sal- 
vation outside the church” as a 
dogmatic tenet of our faith, as we 
think of it fully most of us agree 


that is true for a number of 
reasons: 
First, we know that we are 


saved by faith. ‘‘By grace are ye 
saved through faith’ said St. 
Paul. “‘Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and thou shalt be saved,” 
he also said. Faith may come 
through the training in our homes, 
through association with believing 
friends, through personal study of 
the Bible and in other ways. But

those things are all creatures of 
the church. The church makes 
available to the world the varioug 
means of faith. 


Second, the church. provides fel. 
lowship to sustain one’s faith. In 
fact, the church is the fellowship 
of believers. The Spirit of God is 
the power which, like a giant 
magnet, draws men to faith in 
Christ and to fellowship one with 
another. It is God’s Spirit which 
gathers men into congregations, 
Refusal to participate in spiritual 
fellowship with others is caused 
by a feeling of self-sufficiency, 
independence and exclusiveness, 
all of which are manifestations 
of man’s worst sin—pride. 

Third, the sincere Christian be- 
longs to the church because he igs 
interested in other people. He 
wants his influence to count for 
the Lord and participation in the 
church lets the world know on 
which side he stands. As a part 
of the church, a man can do big- 
ger and better things for Christ~ 
such as build schools and hos- 
pitals, send missionaries ‘unto 
the uttermost parts of the earth,” 
leaven society with the Spirit of 
Christ, provide for the preaching 
of the gospel. Banded together, 
Christians can so much more ef- 
fectively serve. 

Certainly, one who loves Christ 
will not want salvation just for 
himself alone. 


Chaplin Produces 
Un-American Flop 


LONDON—Remember Charlie 


little “tramp” who used to expose with such 
poignancy the foibles of all mankind? Or the 


Chaplin? The 


little German barber ridiculing Adolph Hitler back in 1936? You won't 
recognize your old Charlie Chaplin in his new film, “A King in New 
York,” which has just had its world premiere in London, because 
Charlie is only playing himself—~—once everybody's very own come- 
dian, now a bitter pamphleteer with a camera. 


Chaplin has lost his best and 
perpetrated the worst — he isn’t 
very funny. All the critics agree 
to that and those who watched 
him when he was great, when he 
was Satirizing Fascist dictators 
instead of cozying up to Com- 
munist dictators, say it tearfully. 

And what is more revealing is 
that Chaplin already has lost the 
debate on his own home ground. 


Here is a film whose message 
its author - director-producer- 
composer-star carved with 
a meat ax, a message that Amer- 
ica is today the land of the mean 
and the home of hysteria. Ironi- 
cally, he has ended up doing an 
unintended service to America. 

And what has he done? Why, he 
has set off the most warmhearted 
chain of pro-American press 
comment since the United States 
went to the defense of Korea 
seven years ago. 

“Bitter,” ‘“‘bilious,”  “‘anticli- 
mactic,”” and even more devas- 
tating, “dull,” and ‘‘funny only 
in patches’’—these are the judg- 
ments of virtually all the British 
newspapers except the Com- 
munist “Daily Worker,” which 
thought it was dandy. 

The substance and mood of “A 
King in New York” are equally 
criticized.

The film then contrives to have 
the King run afoul of a committee 
on un-American activities and de- 
velops a long sequence to show 
how American children are brain- 
washed in order to browbeat 
them into informing on their Com- 
munist parents. 

In his interviews here Chaplin 
has avowed that he is a ‘“‘non- 
conformist,” ‘ta non-Communist,” 
“an anarchist; that is, he is 
against everything. I wonder. I 
have never heard him speak out 
against communism as he spoke 
out against fascism in ‘“‘The Great 
Dictator.”’ 

Is it good enough to devote 
your talents to criticizing the na- 
tion whose people are helping to 
shield the whole free world from 
Communist dictatorship and re- 
main silent on the greatest evil 
of our time?

MILITARY ESCORT 


The nine Negro students ar- 
rived at 8:28 a.m. (CST) in the 
same manner as they did the 
previous two days—riding in an 
Army station wagon driven by a 
soldier. Two jeeps of armed 
troops escorted the station wagon. 
The Army obviously was trying 


to make the atmosphere seem 
more relaxed. Only two soldiers 
accompanied the Negroes into 


the school. During the past two 
days they were escorted in by 
a number of troops, approximate- 
ly 28 Wednesday and about a 
dozen Thursday. 
With jeers from many of the 
several hundred white students 
on the steps ringing in their 
ears, the Negroes strode up the 
steps and into the building. 
The Army had announced it is 
trying to get things ‘“‘back to 
normal’ at Central High School 
and if this was part of the effort 
it failed. Troops still ring the 
building and there were 
guards at every outside entrance.

Is Upheld 


Georgia may contract with Ala- 
bama to build two Chattahoochee 
River bridges even though more 
paving is involved on the Ala- 
bama side, Atty. Gen. Cook held 
Friday. 


The question was raised by 


Highway Board Chairman Roy 
F. Chalker. 

Chalker explained that the 
highway department wants to 
construct bridges at Columbus 
and on the Columbia, Ala.-Blake- 
ly road, 


Alabama will agree to partici- 
pate only if costs are shared on 
a 50-50 basis, Chalker continued. 
He wanted to know whether such 
an agreement would violate a 
constitutional prohibition against 
spending state funds outside of 
Georgia. 

At the Columbus site, it would 
be necessary to pave only about 
five blocks on the Georgia side 
of the bridge. To connect with 
Alabama highways, about 2.5 


miles of approach would be 
needed on the west side. 
Chalker said the Georgia de- 


partment believes that “‘Georgia 
would benefit more by the pro)- 
ect at Columbus than would Ala- 
bama,” however. 

In upholding the proposed con- 
tract, Cook wrote that “‘the State 
of Georgia and the State of Ala- 
bama are each constitutionally 
and legally empowered to con- 
tract with each other respecting 
the joint construction of inter- 
state bridges and roads 
‘' | . Each of these states may 
constitutionally and legally agree 


with the other upon a division of |

A proud papa who had faith in his son’s talents was 
responsible for today’s top hit tune 


Canadian-born singer Paul 
Anka, at 17 a veteran of many 
years’ experience in the enter- 
tainment world, recalled during 
his recent trip to Atlanta that it 
was his dad who encouraged him 
to try his talent in New York. 

“T had previously made a few 
records,”” he said, “‘but they just 
didn’t have it for me.
